From the Imperial Camp st Muhiberg, Joly 21. 
20 Pieces of Artillery are to be fent co us from Lan- 
dau. To Day we expect from Philipsburg the left 
Materials for our Bridge of Pontons. General Mer- 
cy is detach’d towards the Brifgaw wich fome Re- 
giments, and is to be follow'd by che whole Army 
who have Bread diftribured to them for 10 Days: 
Only 6000 Men under the Prince of Darlech are to 
remain in the Lines. The bad Weather bas made 
the Rhine overflow. The Enemy hed cormmpred 
fome of our Bakers to put Poifon into the Bread for 
our Army, and fome of our Soldiers have died of ir, 
but one of the Accompiices having difcover'd it, 7 
cthers have been fiez’d and according to 
their Deterts. The Enemy's Troops have begun to 
abandon their Lines on the Lutter, and move higher 
up the Coumry.

Audenarde, July 20, When the French Prifoners 
were on their Departure from besce, the Duke 
de St. Agnan waited on our Governonr, and thank’d 
him for the civil Ufage all the Prifoners bad bad 
here. General Verue deliver’d to owr Governour a 
Writing, by which he and all che Prifoners feur from 
hence, oblig’d themf{elves gn their Word and Ho- 
nour not to make their Efc.pe, but to remaia Prifo- 
ners, and to be at Breda within 6 Days; and there- 
fore only 30 Men were {ent with chem to guard 
them from Robbers. When they wese between this 
Piace and Grammont, a Detachment of 6000 of the 
Enemy advanc’d ro refcuc them; bu: the Gereral 
Officers commanding that Detachmenr, being in- 
form’d what Obligation they were nader, they took 
Leave of each other, and the Detachment remurn'd 
to their Camp.
